LOS ANGELES A strong earthquake shook Southern 
California on Tuesday, causing buildings to sway 
and triggering some precautionary evacuations. 
There were no immediate reports of damage or 
injuries. 

The jolt was felt from L. A. to San Diego, across 
the border in Tijuana, Mexico, and slightly in Las 
Vegas. 

The 11:42 a.m. quake initially was estimated at 
5.8 by the U.S. Geological Survey but was revised 


downward to 5.4. Nearly 30 aftershocks quickly 
followed, the largest estimated at 3.8. 

The quake was centered 29 miles southeast of 
downtown L.A. near the San Bernardino County 
city of Chino Hills, and was estimated to be about 
8 miles below the Earth’s surface. 

“It will certainly cause cracked plaster and bro- 
ken windows, but probably not structural dam- 
age,” said seismologist Kate Hutton at Caltech. 

As strong as it felt, Tuesday’s quake was far less 
powerful than the deadly magnitude- 6.7 North- 


ridge earthquake that topped bridges and build- 
ings on Jan. 17, 1994. That was the last damaging 
temblor in Southern California, though not the 
biggest. A 7.1 quake struck the desert in 1999. 

The Governor’s Office of Emergency Servic- 
es had received no damage or injury reports, said 
spokesman Kelly Huston in Sacramento. 

L.A. Eire Department spokesman Brian Hum- 
phrey said there were no immediate reports of dam- 
age or injury in L. A. San Bernardino and San Diego 
counties also had no immediate reports of damage.

Scrabulous shut down on Facobook

NEW YORK The creators of a Scrabble knockoff 
responsible for countless hours on Eacebook sus- 
pended their word game Tuesday after being hit with 
a lawsuit, disappointing fans who logged on expect- 
ing to make their next moves. 

Hasbro, the company that owns the North 
American rights to the word game, last week sued 
the brothers in Calcutta, who created the Scrabu- 
lous program. Separately, Hasbro asked Eacebook 
to block the program, something the site resisted 
despite risks of losing immunity protection from 
copyright lawsuits. 

In a statement, creators Rajat andjayant Agarwal- 
la said they agreed to block Scrabulous in the U.S. 
and Canada in deference to Eacebook’s concerns, 
while continuing to pursue their legal defense. Rajat 


Agarwalla, describing the measures as “unfortu- 
nate,” declined further comment. 

Eacebook said the Agarwalla brothers, not the 
company, made the decision. 

Eacebook users who tried to access Scrabulous 
on Tuesday were simply told the game was disabled 
“until further notice,” and many Eacebook users 
updated their one-line status messages on the site to 
mourn the suspension. 

Laura Chefer, an Atlanta Eacebook user who logs 
on about 20 times a day to check on Scrabulous, said 
she had no sympathy for Hasbro despite its rights to 
the game. 

“I was definitely shocked and annoyed,” she said. 
“These two guys went to all the trouble to make this 
interface, and now the big company is suing them, 
and we’re no longer able to play” 


THE BACKGROUND 

Earlier this month, video game maker 
Electronic Arts released an official ver- 
sion of Scrabble for American and Cana- 
dian Eacebook users under a licens- 
ing deal with Hasbro. But the autho- 
rized Scrabble has been attracting only 
15,000 daily users, compared with some 
half-million for Scrabulous. 

After EA’s release, Hasbro sued the 
Scrabulous creators, accusing them of 
violating Hasbro’s copyright and trade- 
marks. The lawsuit seeks an end to 
Scrabulous and unspecified damages.

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Fro yo gaining momentum in Chicago as healthy, cool treat

Around the 
corner from 
a Cold Stone 
Creamery, Rich- 
ard Chi waited 
in line outside 
Berry Chill in River North to order frozen 
yogurt. “It feels like a summer treat with- 
out too much guilt,” said Chi, 29, a dentist 
who lives in the South Loop. “If it had the 
same calorie and fat count as ice cream. I’d 
get that.” 

July is national ice cream month, and ice 
cream is the champion of all frozen des- 
serts. But frozen yogurt has emerged as a 
fierce competitor. 

In Chicago, a handful of frozen yogurt 
shops have opened in recent months, a 
sign that the new tangy frozen yogurt 
craze seen on the West and East coasts 
has arrived in the Midwest. And it doesn’t 
appear to be a fleeting trend. Frozen 
yogurt shops plan to open more locations 
in the city to feed the demand. 

Low-cal frozen yogurt and portion-con- 
trolled ice cream bars are gaining momen- 
tum, said David Morris, senior research 
analyst at Mintel, a Chicago-based mar- 
ket research company Frozen yogurt sales 
at supermarkets and convenience stores 
grew slightly from $170 million in 2006 to 
$177 million in 2007, while ice cream bars 
also saw small growth in sales. Sales for 
both are projected to grow slightly in the 
next couple years. 

Still, ice cream remains the top cool 
treat, accounting for 60 percent of total 
U.S. sales in 2007 from ice cream, frozen 
yogurt, sherbet and ice cream bars com- 
bined at supermarkets and drugstores. 

Morris attributes the heightened inter- 
est in this new kind of frozen yogurt (it’s 
tangier than the kind you remember from 
the late ’80s and early ’90s) to Pinkber- 
ry— with locations in California and New 
York— and Red Mango, which has loca- 
tions around the world and locally, includ- 
ing in Evanston and Naperville. 

“Food service frozen yogurt is nothing 


new TCBYhas been around for quite some 
time,” Morris said. “But {new yogurt retail- 
ers have] been able to put a spin on it and 
reinvigorate frozen yogurt,” Morris said. 

The best selling point for this genera- 
tion of frozen yogurt: nutrition. 

Frozen yogurt products with the 
National Yogurt Association seal contain 
at least 10 million cultures per gram at the 
time of manufacture. The live and active 
cultures, which not all so-called frozen 
yogurts have, provide health benefits to 
your immune system and digestive track, 
said Dawn Jackson Blatner, a registered 
dietitian and spokeswoman for the Ameri- 
can Dietetic Association. 


Michael Farah, a son of a doctor, said 
he grew up in Northbrook knowing the 
health benefits of yogurt. He decided to 
open Berry Chill in River North this year 
after hearing Chicagoans complain about 
the lack of frozen yogurt shops. 

“If you eat ice cream so many times, 
you’re going to gain weight,” said Farah, 
30, who lives in River North. “People can 
eat our product on a daily basis and don’t 
feel guilty” he said. 

But beware of what Blatner calls the 
health halo effect. Just because frozen 
yogurt is lower in calories and fat than 
ice cream, don’t think you can go crazy 
with bigger portions and toppings such as 


Reese’s Pieces or Fruity Pebbles. 

“When it comes to frozen yogurt, peo- 
ple really think it’s healthy, so it gets this 
little halo around it,” she said. “We still 
have to be conscientious of portions, 
because although it’s a healthier option 
than most, it still has calories— and calo- 
ries cause weight gain.” 

Still, Berry Chill’s popularity has soared, 
Farah said. He plans to open five more 
locations within a few months, including 
at 132 N. LaSalle St.; at the Ogilvie Trans- 
portation Center at 500 W Madison St.; at 
225 N. Michigan Ave.; at 957 W. Belmont 
Ave. and one at an undisclosed location. 

But Berry Chill isn’t the only game in 
town. 

Red Mango said it is looking to expand 
into the city but hasn’t signed any leases yet. 

Starfruit, a Wicker Park frozen yogurt- 
like shop, plans to open at least two more 
locations next year, said Julie Smolyansky 
president of Morton Grove-based Lifeway 
Foods, owner of Starfruit. 

Starfruit serves frozen kefir, a dairy prod- 
uct with 10 live and active probiotic cul- 
tures similar to yogurt. The product doesn’t 
have the creamy ice cream taste, she said. 

“The taste itself is really good. It’s a tart, 
tangy, refreshing taste,” Smolyansky said. 
“When it’s a hot summer day in Chicago, I 
can’t see a better way to cool yourself down.” 

Still, the ice cream industry isn’t having 
a meltdown. 

Ice cream survived the frozen yogurt 
craze in the 1980s, and the comfort food is 
here to stay, said Lynda Utterback, execu- 
tive director of the National Ice Cream 
Retailers Association. 

“Getting an ice cream is always a happy 
experience, and people tend to remember 
that and want to relive that,” she said. 

Despite the price of ice cream going up 
about five percent between June 2007 and 
2008, ice cream has historically enjoyed a 
boost in sales during hard times and appears 
to be recession-proof, said Jerry Dryer, edi- 
tor of the Dairy & Food Market Analyst. 

Dryer said in an e-mail: “People sacri- 
fice some of the more expensive treats in 
life and substitute with ice cream.”

Things are about to get Tasti 


Almost every day for lunch, winter 
or summer, Elana Bogner heads to the 
Tasti D-Lite shop near her Manhattan 
office for a frozen dessert. Her habit 
started seven years ago when, as a 
college student, she started substitut- 
ing one meal a day with the low-calorie 
treat, hoping to shed some weight. 

“I got totally addicted, I couldn’t go a 
day without it,” Bogner said. 

For the past 20 years, droves of New 
York residents and tourists have con- 
fessed similar cravings. The 75-store 


chain has such a cultlike following in 
New York that the low-calorie alterna- 
tive to ice cream has been parodied on 
“Seinfeld” and featured on the “Sex and 
the City” TV show. 

Now, the franchising guru behind 
Mail Boxes Etc. and I Can’t Believe It’s 
Yogurt is betting that such Tasti D-Lite 
devotees can be cultivated in cities 
around the world, just as competition 
among frozen treats is heating up. 

Two Tasti D-Lite stores opened this 
month in Seoul; expansion into Israel 


and Mexico is in negotiation. Late last 
month, Tasti D-Lite signed franchis- 
ing deals for a minimum of 16 stores in 
Tennessee and at least 40 in Texas. It 
is working on expanding into California 
and adding to the seven stores already 
in New Jersey. Next month, Tasti D-Lite 
plans to open two flagship stores in 
New York, including one on the ground 
floor of the Empire State Building. 

The expansion is a risky gambit as 
more rivals enter the market. Chains 
including Pinkberryand Red Mango 
have opened stores across the U.S. and 
recently entered Tasti D-Lite’s home turf. 
New York. [ the wall street journal ] 


It can be hard to tell which frozen treat is 
best for you. Check out the definitions by 
International Dairy Food Association, fol- 
lowed by advice from Dawn Jackson Blat- 
ner, a registered dietitian. 

W Sherbet: Has a milkfat content of between 
I percent and 2 percent, and a slightly higher 
sweetener content than ice cream, and is 
flavored either with fruit or other ingredients. 

Lick it or leave it? “Stick with sorbet since 
the added milk fat in sherbet makes it a bit 
higher in calories and fat than sorbet.” 

Sorbet: Similar to sherbets, but contain 
no dairy ingredients. 

Lick it or leave it? “Great choice and usually 
the lowest in calories and fat, since it tends 
to be a blend of fruit, fruit juice and water.” 

Frozen yogurt: Mixture of dairy ingredients 
such as milk and nonfat milk that have been 
cultured, meaning pasteurized milk was 
converted to yogurt during fermentation. 
Yogurt also includes ingredients for sweet- 
ening and flavoring. 

Lick it or leave it? “This tends to be a good 
choice, usually lower in calories and fat 
than ice cream. Some brands have a bonus 
of live and active cultures that may increase 
our immune system and keep our digestive 
track healthy.” 

Ice cream: Mixture of dairy ingredients such 
as cream, milk and nonfat milk, containing 
at least 10 percent milkfat, and ingredients 
for sweetening and flavoring, such as fruits, 
nuts and chocolate chips. 

Lick it or leave it? “Limit those premium 
or gourmet brands such as Haagen Dazs 
because they are the highest in calories and 
fat because they have cream as the first 
ingredient and less air.” 

Gelato: Served in a semi-frozen state that 
is similar to “soft serve” ice cream. Italian- 
style gelato is more dense than ice cream, 
since it has less air. Typically, gelato has 
more milk than cream and also contains 
sweeteners, egg yolks and flavoring. 

Lick it or leave it? “This is Italian ice cream 
that is made with whole milk instead of 
cream, so it tends to be lower in calories 
and fat than premium or gourmet ice cream. 
Because it has less air whipped into it, it 
is dense and still higher in calories and fat 
than regular ice cream.” 

Frozen custard: Contains a minimum 
of 10 percent milkfat and at least 
1.4 percent egg yolk solids. 

Lick it or leave it? “This is ice cream with 
1.4 percent egg yolk solids added, which 
add more cholesterol and saturated fat, 
so skip this option.”

About 400 CTA customers were over- 
charged a total of $9,000 last week because 
of a technical glitch in certain fare-card 
vending machines across the cit)^ according 
to the company that took responsibility for 
the error. 

And more than 35,000 people may have 
been affected in other ways by the glitch. 


said a CTA spokeswoman. 

A spokeswoman for Metavante, a Mil- 
waukee-based banking and payments tech- 
nology company that processes electronic 
payments at CTA vending machines, said 
all the overcharges were refunded immedi- 
ately after being discovered Friday 
CTA spokeswoman Noelle Gaffney said 
70 percent of Express Farecard vending 
machines, which allow users to pay for fares 
with a credit or debit card, experienced 
technical difficulties that led to overcharg- 
ing, incomplete transactions and, for some 
users, overdraft banking 


fees. The machines were installed in March 
and continued to have problems through 
mid-July Gaffney said. 

Most users were only inconvenienced by 
the error, which caused a sudden influx of 
charges to customers’ accounts that were 
owed to the CTA for previous transactions. 

But others incurred additional charges, 
such as overdrafts to their accounts. 

Krysten Lynn Ryba of Logan Square 
said she bought $5 worth of fares in June 
and ended up with more than $70 in extra 
charges last week. Metavante has agreed to 
reimburse her overdraft fees, she said, but 


refused to take responsibility for her over- 
charges because they claimed they were 
legitimate charges. 

Because of the technical error, the vend- 
ing machines authorized but did not 
charge for some transactions that occurred 
between March and July, Metavante 
spokeswoman Sam Baumgarten said. CTA 
officials learned of the problem when they 
noticed a discrepancy between the number 
of transactions and the amount of money 
received, according to a customer alert on 
its Web site Friday 

Last week, all the charges that custom- 
ers incurred during that five-month peri- 
od went through at once, according to 
Metavante. 

Twenty-six customers said they were 
charged overdraft fees because their bank 
accounts didn’t have enough money to sup- 
port the sudden bills, and the company has 
confirmed six cases, Baumgarten said. 

Many more users, like Robert Harris 
of Calumet Park, said they were incon- 
venienced by the influx of charges. Har- 
ris found his bank account suddenly $200 
smaller from legitimate charges Friday, he 
said. The charges, which he assumes have 
built up since he began using the machines 
in April, didn’t cause him any overdraft fees, 
but they will prevent him from making his 
last student loan on time, Harris said. 

“I have monthly bills,” Harris said. “I 
have a student loan payment due at the end 
of this month. ... I can’t make that payment 
now”

So when Emily Gooding found out early last year she 
had been chosen for a summer internship helping children 
in Africa, she immediately called the gym chain’s River 
North location to cancel her $79-per-month membership. 

She was told that because she was leaving the country 
she qualified for early termination. She paid a two-month 
penalty, then left the country confident her dealings with 
David Barton Gym were over. 

She describes her 2V2 months in Rwanda as eye- 
opening. So was the credit card bill she received in 
February, months after she returned home. At first. 


she thought the $711 charge was fraud. She quickly 
realized it was David Barton Gym. 

Despite her cancellation, the gym continued to charge 
her $79 a month. Gooding complained, and the gym 
agreed she had canceled her membership the previous 
April. David Barton Gym immediately refunded her most 
of the money But for reasons it didn’t explain, the gym 
insisted she still owed $110.60. 

Gooding finally turned to Tribune problem solver 
What’s Your Problem? The Problem Solver called a David 
Barton Gym spokeswoman last week. Within days, the 
gym refunded Gooding her money and issued an apology 
Gooding said she’s still impressed with the gym and 
would consider joining it again in the future.

The man was in the 
6000 block of North Lincoln Ave- 
nue when he struck a 2008 Dodge 
Caravan attempting to make a left 
turn from the opposite lane of traf- 
fic around 9:50 p.m., police said. 

The crash occurred on the same 
block where a 56-year-old woman 
crashed into a Starbucks on Sunday. 


Former “The Price Is Right” host Bob 
Barker received a standing ovation Tues- 
day at City Hall, but the spay and neuter 
cause he championed met with mixed 
reviews. 

After several hours of testimony on a 
proposal to require dogs and cats to be 
spayed or neutered by the time they’re 
six months old, Aid. Ed Burke (14th) put 
off a vote until more than 80 people on 
both sides of the issue can be heard. A few 
aldermen also questioned whether the 
ordinance could even be enforced. 

Backed by PAWS Chicago and the 
Humane Society of the United States, 
the ordinance was opposed by the Chica- 
go and Illinois Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciations, whose representatives argued 
that the decision on whether to spay or 
neuter was best left up to animal owners 


and their veterinarians. 

Barker, however, referred to the success 
in Santa Cruz County, Calif, where he 
said the number of cats and dogs placed in 
shelters dropped 60 percent, while popu- 
lation rose 15 percent, in the decade after 
a mandatory spay/neuter law was passed. 

In comments before the hearing. Bark- 
er said: “People all over the country have 
tried to find homes for these surplus 
animals and they are doomed to failure 
because these homes don’t exist, and the 
only answer is legislation. If education 
and providing low-cost and free spay and 
neuter hasn’t work and it doesn’t work, 
then we must have legislation and com- 
pel people to have their pets spayed and 
neutered. Otherwise the overpopulation 
problem is going to get worse and worse 
from coast to coast.” 


Daley 
warns of 
big deficit 

Mayor Daley warned Tuesday of a city 
budget deficit in the hundreds of millions 
of dollars, calling the looming financial 
crunch the worst he has seen. 

The administration continued to blame 
what it described as a national economic 
recession for Chicago’s money problems. 

“There’s a huge economic downturn 
happening across America,” Daley said. 
“This is a very serious economic time for 
the country” 

The size of the city’s budget shortfall, 
however, remained a moving target Tuesday 

‘A couple hundred million dollars,” Dal- 
ey told reporters. 

Later, Daley spokeswoman Jacquelyn 
Heard amended that statement. 

“When the mayor said a couple hun- 
dred million dollars, he didn’t mean that 
literally,” Heard said. “He meant it in gen- 
eral terms, as in, ‘More than a few hundred 
million.’” 

The mayor’s budget director, Bennett 
Johnson III, also avoided giving an exact 
figure when questioned by aldermen. 

Johnson, who plans to have a prelimi- 
nary projection by Thursday, said the pro- 
cess of balancing the budget would be “the 
hardest the city of Chicago has faced in 
decades.” 

Daley promised no further increase 
in real estate taxes after he raised them 
$86.5 million last fall when aldermen 
approved his budget. 

In a move that is expected to save the 
city $3.3 million, the Finance Committee 
approved legislation that will require all 
non-union city employees to take unpaid 
furlough days off work. 

Under the measure, non-union workers 
with annual salaries of $75,000 or more 
must take three unpaid days.

New fast-food outlets blocked 


LOS ANGELES The L.A. City Council has 
approved a one-year moratorium on 
new fast-food restaurants in a low-income 
area of the city 

The moratorium unanimously approved 
Tuesday is a bid to attract restaurants that 
offer healthier food choices to residents in a 
32-square-mile area of South L.A. 

Councilwoman Jan Perry says residents at 
five public meetings expressed concern with 
the proliferation of fast-food outlets in the 
community plagued by above-average rates 
of obesity 

Nearly three-quarters of the restaurants 


in South L.A. are fast-food outlets. That’s 
a higher percentage than other parts 
of the city but the restaurant industry 
says the moratorium won’t help bring in 
alternatives. 

Most initiatives elsewhere to block fast 
food outlets were designed to preserve a 
city’s historic character. The L.A. bid is 
one of few that cite residents’ health. 

The mounting pressure has caused 
chains to insert healthier food choices in 
their menus. 

That’s why the restaurant industry says 
it’s unfair to blame them for fat people. 


TARGET: KIDS 

Marketing food and drinks to children 
these days occurs with more than just a 
few TV ads. It involves promotional dis- 
plays at grocery stores and packaging that 
directs them to Web sites where they can 
play games, win prizes or send e-cards 
to a friend. The nation’s largest food and 
beverage companies spent about $1.6 
billion in 2006 marketing their products 
to children, according to a Federal Trade 
Commission report released Tuesday.

Cubs fan Steve Bartman has declined 
an offer of $25,000 to show up at The 
National Sports Collectors Convention 
in Rosemont on Thursday to sign a pho- 
to to be auctioned off for charity But that 
doesn’t mean the show promoters aren’t 
holding out hope that he’ll change his 
mind. 

In fact, they tried to make their case 
again Tuesday, saying that there’s public 
support for Bartman to sign— and even 
speaking to the potential beneficiary 
of his charitable effort in the publicity 
stunt. 

Bartman deflected the now-infamous 
foul ball in Game 6 the 2003 National 
League Championship Series, prolong- 
ing an inning in which the Florida Marlins 
later rallied for the lead. One more loss in 
Game 7, and the Cubs had missed out on

their first opportunity to play in a World 
Series since 1945. 

But Moises Alou, the then- Cubs out- 
fielder who tried to catch the ball for a key 
out, said in April that ball was unplayable 
and that there’s no hard feelings as far as 
the same sentiment. 

“The response from the public to our 
offer was incredible, so much more over- 
whelmingly positive, in support of Steve 
showing up than we ever could have imag- 
ined,” said Mike Berkus, co-executive 
director of The National Sports Collec- 
tors Convention in a news release. 


“In one online survey, over 70 percent of 
the public encouraged Bartman to accept 
the $25,000 offer.” 

An Orlando Sentinel online search 
failed to find that survey, but a recent 
chicagotribune.com poll showed that 61.5 
percent of more than 2,700 voters would 
show up if they were under Bartman’s ear- 
phones. 

Still, Bartman— through a friend— has 
declined the offer. 

Any proceeds would go to the Juvenile 
Diabetes Research Foundation. “If Steve 
Bartman were to accept this invitation, it 
would be a great gesture of goodwill and 
a one-of-a-kind opportunity in support 
of the children, adults and families liv- 
ing with Type i diabetes every day,” said 
JDRF Illinois Chapter Executive Direc- 
tor Patrick Reedy in the release.

Guillen promises outburst if Sox win division 


MINNEAPOLIS Fed up with criticism of his decision to 
stick with slumping Paul Konerko and his team’s appar- 
ent decision to stand pat at the trading deadline, man- 
ager Ozzie Guillen promised a verbal volcano should 
the White Sox win the American League Central. 

“I don’t understand the people out there,” Guillen 
said Tuesday night.

Kid Sister smackdown

Apparently Kid Sister didn’t get a copy 
of the hip-hop rulebook, where it says that 
every successful rapper has to have an ego 
bigger than Kanye West’s trophy case.

J2K of Flosstradamus is your younger 
brother Josh. Are you actually anyone’s kid 
sister? Do you have an older brother we don’t 
know about? 

[Laughs] I am no one’s kid sister. 

You didn’t want to be called Big Sister? 

Right, [in a gruff voice] “I’m Big Sister- 
now give me some meat!” [Laughs] It was 


one of those things that Josh came up with. 
He comes up with good ideas. 

It seems like the kind of name that gives you 
license to be a bit of a brat. 

Whll, I don’t tend to think of myself as a 
brat. But I guess if I wanted to be, I have the 
wiggle room for it. I tend to think of myself 
as an older sister, kind of a fuddy-duddy kind 


of— not straight-laced, but I’m definitely 
not out there getting into hijinks. 

So your debut album, out Sept. 23, is called

But, no— I did not know that Koko B. Ware 
was a pro wrestler. 

He was the only pro wrestler with a Jheri 
curl. My brother and I used to watch wres- 
tling when we were younger because it was 
basically the only thing we could do together 
that didn’t entail ripping each other’s hair 
out. It just brings back good memories. I can 
remember freshman year in the dorms and 
many other occasions where you can try to 
do icebreakers and get to know people, and 
if you start talking about old ’80s commer- 
cials and old toys and old cartoons you used 
to watch and wrestling characters — that is 
the No. I icebreaker between people my 
age. 

Do you really still work at a children’s cloth- 
ing store? 

I guess I can start saying “no.” The thing 
is, I probably started doing music three to 
six months after I started working there.

YOUR PASSWORD 


The key to locking 
out hackers is being 
unpredictable

Password security is a big deal, and if 
you don’t think it is, then someone might 
be hacking into your computer even as you 
read this. 

A strong password isn’t foolproof, but 
it proves that you’re no fool. And it might 
protect you from compromised data, a 
broken computer or identity theft. 

Your bank account, your personal 
e-mails and lots of other stuff are at risk 
with weak passwords. 

A discussion of password security isn’t 
intended to get the attention of bad guys. 
They already know this stuff The idea 
is to get the attention of computer users 
who are vulnerable to this form of attack. 
A few minutes spent strengthening a pass- 
word will thwart most attacks. 

‘A good password is the most impor- 
tant part of Internet security,” said Robert 
Pacheco, owner of Computer Techs of San 
Antonio. “It’s the beginning and end of 
the issue. You can’t stop {hacking]. You do 
what you can do to prevent it. You just try 
to stop most of it.” 

A strong firewall, as well as spyware- and 
virus-detection software, protect a com- 
puter’s so-called “back door,” Pacheco 
says, where a hacker can gain access 
through various cyber threats. 

Those threats include infected e-mail 
attachments; phishing Web pages that 
exploit browser flaws; downloaded songs 
or pictures with hidden trojans; or plain 
ol’ poking-and-prodding of a computer’s 
shields. 

Passwords, however, protect information 
from a frontal assault, via the computer’s 
keyboard. From his mom-and-pop comput- 
er repair store, Pacheco sees so many pass- 
word-related problems that he printed up 
instructions imparting his wisdom on flum- 
moxed customers. The simple suggestions 
give customers and victims ideas of what to 
avoid when securing their digital life. 
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The most egregious example Pacheco 
has been asked to untangle: An estranged 
friend got access to the other guy’s com- 
puter. The “friend” was able to guess pret- 
ty quickly the password— the word “pass- 
word,” believe it or not— and locked his 
ex-friend out of his own computer, all of 
his files and every single online account. 

Pacheco only sees good passwords at 
work when thieves come in off the street, 
wielding a laptop and a sob story about 
forgetting the password. His store poli- 
cy demands a driver’s license to establish 
identity and a receipt to prove computer 
ownership before he’ll crack a password. 

Cracking a bad password, says Larry 
Rogers, isn’t that hard. 

The type of hardware being used can be 
a clue, says Rogers, senior technical staff- 
er in the CERT Program, a Web security 
research center in Carnegie-Mellon Uni- 


versity’s software engineering institute. It’s 
easy to find a default password, typically in 
the user’s manual on a manufacturer’s Web 
site. If the user hasn’t changed the default, 
that’s an easy break-in. 

Other people use easy-to-remember 
passwords. Trouble is, Rogers says, they’re 
easy-to-guess passwords too. Get to know 
the person— a technique that geeks refer 
to as “social engineering”— and the pass- 
word is easy to guess. There are message- 
board stalkers who can guess passwords in 
a half-dozen tries. 

Hackers rely on a lot of methods. Some, 
Rogers says, employ “shoulder surfing.” 
That means what it sounds like— looking 
over someone’s shoulder as that person 
is typing in a password. Seriously It has 
worked, Rogers says. 

Software works here too. 

“There are programs that do brute- 


force attacks with dictionary words and 
approach it from every angle,” Roger 
said. “It’s based on what people have been 
known to do.” 

Most of the password hacking activity 
these days goes on at homes, in school or 
in public settings. These days, many work- 
places mandate how a password is picked. 

Many companies also require that pass- 
words be changed regularly and that 
pieces of older ones can’t be re-used for 
months. And user names cannot be part of 
the password. 

For the home user, however, password 
safety requires more than on- the-fly think- 
ing. A well- thought strategy can result in a 
system that’s easy to remember and hard 
to guess. 

Pacheco suggests a system built around 
a main word for all instances. The distinc- 
tion is that the name of the site is add-

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ed somewhere. For example, if the main 
word is “eggplant,” the password might 
be “eggyyplant” for Yahoo, “eggplantgg” 
for Google or “wleggplant” for Windows 
Live. He suggests listing the variations in 
an Excel spreadsheet. 

To throw off shoulder surfers, Rogers 
suggests picking words with letters from 
different sides of the keyboard. “Freeze” is 
a bad main word choice since all the letters 
come from the left side of the keyboard. 
‘Apostrophe,” on the other hand, mixes 
up letters from both sides. 

Of course, password security won’t 
mean much if a user leaves a machine open 
to cyber-attack, Rogers says. A hacker can 
plant software that records all keystrokes, 
and that will surrender passwords, even if 
they’re changed. 

But assuming that the back door is safe, 
the front door can be locked securely too.

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Criss Angel’s next death-defying stunt— 
whether he succeeds or fails —will be his 
last, the rock-star illusionist says. 

During the first-ever live broadcast of 
A&E’s “Criss Angel Mindfreak,” airing 
at 9 p.m. Wednesday, the 40 -year-old will 
attempt to escape shackles, handcuffs 
and barricaded doors inside the six-story 
Spyglass Resort hotel in Clearwater, Fla., 
before it’s turned into 4,500 tons of rubble. 

If he makes it to the roof and onto a 
helicopter before the 450 sticks of dyna- 
mite explode, he’s done with such danger- 
ous stunts. He’ll take fewer risks with his 
magic. 

“My mom is in her 70s, and I adore 
her to death. I just don’t want to put her 
through this anymore,” Angel said during 
a recent conference call. 

Angel said the escape is among his “big- 
gest and baddest,” and that he’s been los- 
ing sleep running the whole thing through 
his head. 

“This can cost me my life. If I wasn’t 
concerned about it, I would be a very stu- 
pid person,” said the man who has escaped

being hit by a flaming car and being 
encased in concrete. 

He’s not as worried about his own part 
in the new escape— picking locks are no 
big deal to him, and he will have picks on 
his necklace.

And winds could prevent the heli- 
copter from picking him up off the roof 

The building is supposed to implode 
four minutes after the stunt begins, and 
Angel wants to get to a ladder on the roof 
within 3 V2 minutes to give the helicop- 
ter time to ascend 1,000 feet— a safe dis- 
tance-before the explosion. 

“No matter what, that building will 
come down in four minutes. That will hap- 
pen whether I am in it or not,” Angel said. 
“For me, the biggest challenge is staying 
calm, cool and collected.”

Turns out Seth Green has the job you 
always wanted. 

He has free reign to play with toys for a 
living. He makes silly voices. He mocks 
celebrities, world leaders, even Biblical fig- 
ures while tapping his seemingly bottom- 
less reservoir of pop-culture knowledge. 

“Robot Chicken,” of course, isn’t the only 
item on Green’s to-do list. It also includes 
TV and movie appearances as well as other

something that you know about, and 
explains why it’s silly,” says Green, “or 
points out what COULD have happened, 
just off-screen. 

“We love to emphasize the mundane in 
the extraordinary,” he says, “and ‘Star Wars’ 
was perfect for that. You have something 
that’s intergalactic, and yet there’s got to be 
some textural machinations of day-to-day 
business: How can you run an industry that 
large without paperwork? And where are 
the bathrooms?” 

Part of the show’s goofy charm is the 
stop-motion style it claimed for itself, set- 
tling somewhere between the finely crafted 
virtuosity of the “Wallace & Gromit” films 
and the willfully amateurish “Mr. Bill.” 

The characters on “Robot Chicken” are 
mostly off-the-shelf dolls and action fig- 
ures modified, often painstakingly, for the 
script and the camera. They’re familiar to 
viewers (you might have owned one), but 
also laughably transformed when given cin- 
ematic life. 

Or, as Green puts it, “Because they are 
toys, there’s just a bit of disassociation.” 

His mastery of “Star Wars” lore (which 
will help inspire another batch of sketch- 
es for a second “Star Wars” special, airing 
in November) is based more on the films’ 
product line than the films. Green says. 

“I’ve only seen ‘Empire’ maybe lo times, 
the original ‘Star Wars’ maybe four or five 
times. But I was cuh-razy about those toys. 
That’s why I know the names of even the 
super-obscure characters. I know their 
names and can describe their outfits.” 


pie of hours per month he spends voicing 
Chris Griffin, the deranged teen on Fox’s 
animated hit “Family Guy” 

“Robot Chicken” — a kooky stop- 
motion-animated sketch-comedy cast 
with dolls and action figures— has blos- 
somed from a sort of side venture to a big 
part of Green’s life as a showcase for his 
myriad skills. 

“It all began as just this crazy experi- 
ment,” he says, “and it’s become something 
I love so much.” 


“Robot Chicken” premiered early in 
2005 on Cartoon Network’s late-night 
Adult Swim (where its 15-minute seg- 
ments continue to air), with Green jug- 
gling several balls as a creator, producer, 
director, writer and performer. Not to 
mention the boss duties, which he shares 
with Matthew Senreich, his Stoopid 
Monkey Productions partner. 

On and off the job. Green, 34, also 
makes it his business to keep his eyes 
open. 

“I’m an actor, so I pay close attention 
to human behavior, which allows me to 
replicate it. And I pay very close atten- 
tion to the trends of pop culture. When 
the apocalypse happens,” he quips, “I 
want an escape route.” 

All in all, nice work. 

Filming has just begun on the 20 -epi- 
sode fourth season. 

“We’ve been writing, recording 
and doing the animatics (a prelimi- 
nary rough-draft film),” says Green, 
crunching on his English muffin toast- 
ed to order (“supercrazycrispy”) dur- 
ing a recent breakfast interview.

More than 1,800 people showed up to help 
ABC’s “Extreme Makeover” team demolish 
a family’s decrepit home and replace it with 
a sparkling, four-bedroom mini-mansion in 
2005. Three years later, the TV show’s most 
ambitious project at the time has become 
the latest victim of the foreclosure crisis. 

After the Harper family used the two-sto- 
ry home as collateral for a $450,000 loan, it’s 


set to go to auction on Tuesday The couple 
told WSB-TV they received the loan for a 
construction business that failed. 

The finished product was a four-bedroom 
house with decorative rock walls and a three- 
car garage that towered over ranch and split- 
level homes in their Clayton County neigh- 
borhood.

Barack Obama, John McCain choose 
fashion consistency over spontaneity

Barack Obama has his rolled-up sleeves 
and John McCain wears his sweaters 
under suit jackets, but absent from the 
2008 presidential campaign are hunting 
shirts, windsurfing trunks and absolutely 
anything resembling Michael Dukakis’ 
helmet. 

The most remarkable thing about the 
wardrobes of Obama and McCain is their 
consistency, says Ned Martel, who has 
traveled with both campaigns as Men’s 
Vogue deputy editor. 

McCain’s style, according to Martel, is 
“traditional Republican senatorial garb”: 
a dark suit, a striped tie, solid shirt and, 
sometimes, the slightly grandfatherly 
sweater. Obama often goes without a tie 
and is either in a dark solid suit or kha- 
ki pants. He favors blue or silver ties and 
white shirts. 

“Neither strays from the uniform 
because it works,” says Martel, who has 
covered five presidential election cycles. 

Both candidates wear bracelets given to 
them by mothers of fallen soldiers. 

Considering that’s about as wild as it 
gets, it’s clear McCain and Obama have 
learned from the fashion mistakes of oth- 
er presidential candidates. 

“Every four years you usually get to look 
at these guys try to go ‘native.’ Think of 
President Bush in his brush-clearing out- 
fit,” says Tyler Thoreson, executive edi- 
tor of men.style.com. “But if you’re presi- 
dent, the day job does involve a suit, and it 
can be awkward when you’re not in work 



clothes.” 

The American voter can be put off by a 
candidate who appears to pander by wear- 
ing the uniform of a local team or gear so 
rugged he looks ridiculous, he says. 

“Everyone knows how fast a picture can 
go from local novelty to worldwide laugh- 
ingstock,” Thoreson says. 

Consider Sen. John Kerry’s windsurf- 
ing outing in 2004, an event later used by 
Republicans to criticize him as a candi- 
date who shifts with the wind. Or the infa- 
mous 1988 image of a helmeted Michael 
Dukakis poking his head out of a tank. Or 
A 1 Gore’s much mocked attempt to soften 
his image with earth tones. 

Obama’s unwavering look may indicate 
that he’s working hard to be taken serious- 
ly as a young candidate and the first black 
presidential nominee of a major party The 
more buttoned-down look could boost a 
candidate attacked for being wet behind 
the ears, says Brian Kirwin, a Virginia 


Beach, Va., political consultant. 

But in his clothing, as in his campaign, 
Obama could face the charge of elitism 
for choosing stylish, slim-cut suits with a 
European look, Thoreson says. Thoreson 
admires the style, which he says shows off 
Obama’s tall, athletic build. 

“It shows he’s not trying to be like every- 
one else. It’s part of the visual message that 
he’s crafting. In an odd little way, it adds to 
the authenticity— he’s not pandering in a 
conservative, middle- America suit like a 
50 -year-old tax lawyer wears,” he says. 

McCain, meanwhile, avoids anything 
too trendy, which style watchers say is sen- 
sible given his age and party 
“It would be inappropriate if McCain 
looked as stylish as Obama— he has a dif- 


ferent physique, he’s a different age, and 
he’s much more conservative,” he says. 
“He does have occasional fun with a wider, 
flashy tie.” 

Evangelia Souris, founder of Boston- 
area Optimum International Center for 
Image Management, has just one com- 
plaint about McCain’s clothes: They’re 
too big. “I think what he’s trying to do is 
create a bigger body image— maybe he 
uses bigger shoulder pads— but I think it 
makes him look smaller,” she says. 

Still, the former fighter pilot has a quick 
step and looks dapper in uniform— he can 
carry off a leather bomber jacket even at 
71, says Vogue’s Martel. 

“Not all senators can wear that, but it 
looks right on him,” he says. 


PRESIDENTIAL STYLE 

Reagan the model for power suits 


If presumed presidential nominees 
Barack Obama and John McCain are look- 
ing for a fashion role model, they might try 
Ronald Reagan. 

Menswear brand Hickey Freeman decided 
to use the 40th commander in chief as the 
inspiration for its new “presidential” collec- 
tion. Reagan’s preferred suit style— with a 
high, broad shoulder and suppressed waist- 
created an image that married elegance with
